C. & 0. CaxaL.—The Cumberland Tiwes
of yesterday says:  “The Caval freight ques-
tion was decided and the boatwen's strike came
to an cnd on Saturday. On the day previous
repretentatives of all the coal companies, save
the Maryland, agreed to pay boatmen the open-
ing rates of the scason,viz: 31.35 and SL40 per
ton to Georgetown and Alexundria, respective-
ly. The boatmen, however, refused to go work
ualess the rate would be made geweral, or un-
less the boats of compavies refusing Lo aceept
were lincd by the other cowpanics. To this
proposition the other companies agreed, pro-
vided the Meryland Comwpavy, the ouly onc
demurring, be given proper notice. I'he boat-
wen thereupon notified the agent of the Mary-
land Compaoy of their actioo, givev them un-
til. 12 o'clock on Saturday to accept. The
Maryland Compaoy refused to accept up to
that time, and have oot loaded any coal siace,
aud their boats will be lised by other companies
from time to time.”’

SouvrnerN Cramvs,—The Baltimore Aweri-
can says: *“The Commission appointed by Con-
gress to investigate the claims of” “loyal” citi-
zens of the South for property takea or de-
stroyed by the Federal army have vuwbered
the claims and fiod them to be over twenty-two
thousand, amwouating io all to more than fifty-
six millions of dollars. A puwmber of them, of
course, will be thrown out, or the figures re-
duced; but sew ones are still beiog presented by
persons who have just recently discovered that
such a method for settliog the proper obliga-
tions of the Goveroment to them had been es-
tablished. The time allowed for their preseu-
tation, however, has passed, and unless Congress
should extend the limitation, they will be of no
avail. Under the settlement so far made by the
Commissioners, about $1,200,000 bave been
distributed among some 1,400 claiwants, scat-
tered all over eleven States; the awards, ex-
cept in a comparatively small number of cases,
being for a few hundred dollars each. At the
¢cowing session of Coogress they expect to
award about $1,000,000, to be similarly dis-
tributed, and will then have disposed of about
twenty-four per ct. of the number of claims,and
twenty per ct. of the amount claimed.

A report is,that the Secrctary of the Treasu-
ry bas issued acircular announcing that unknown
persons had put in circulation a dangerous
counterfeit of the gold picces coioed in 1572
This counterfeit was said to cootain purc gold
to the amount of $4.50, while the character of
the alloy was uoknown. Mr. Ashley, the su-
perintendent of the coin room io the New York
sub-Treasury, says that he had seeo no coins of
this kind, and no circular of the purport des-
cribed. He also says that it would pot pay to
make a counterfeit containing so much genuioe
metal, and is inclined to doubt the whole story.
It is known, hewever, that counterfeit 20
gold pieces are in circulation, and effurts have
been made, without suceess, to trace them to
suspected persons.

The Sunday Chronicle of Washingten: re-
asserts that the report of the debt of the Dis-
trict of Columbia placiog it at $10,000,000, is
much under the real debt, and estimates it at
$17,000,000, while at lcast ove third of the iw-
provement is yet to be made. That paper says

~that-the taxable property of the District oao-

pot stand the burden of a debt of 25,000,000,

to which it would be increased by eompleting
.- tlioitnprovement,

The Washington Chronicle says, “‘un inti
mate friend of Viee President Wilson has just
arrived in the city, having spent a few dass
with that official.

Daisy Breeze killed his brother, Dan PBrecze,
wear Hazlewood, Alexander county, lliinois,
Tuesday vight. They had stolen some horses,
and after hiding thew, were proceeding to the
house of Oscar Grunler, with the iutention, it
is sutd, of carrying out a priviously arranged
plan o kill Grupler.  Dan showed an inclioa-
tivn to back out, und when the brothers were
last seeu together they were gquarrelling, Daisy
carryiog & heavy club aod threatentng Dan.
Daisy weut home alone, bringivg Dan's shoes
with him. He remarked to his wife: *'If you
hear we accused of murder, doo’t go back on
we.”” Suspicion being aroused, search  was
made, and Dan's body found, with the neck
broken and marks of heavy bluws on the bead.

A dispatch from San Antonio, Texas, re-
ports a threatened riot growing out of a severe
chastisement given to a colored soldier by Cap-
tain Tobyn, whose daughter the mao had io-
sulted. The officers commanding the colored
troops sent word to the city officials that they
could not coutrol their men, and the citizens
inmediately turned out io force. The military
guthorities thea ordered the colored soldiers
out of the town, aud by their influence quiet
was restorcd.

Detectives and the deputy surveyor of New
York yesterday met the steamer City of Mexi-
co dowo the bay and arrested Antonio Quero
Y Alverez, a clerk of the Commercial Bauk of
Havana, who, it is alleged, robbed that institu-
tion ot bills of exchange to the amount of $67.-
000, and $20,000 in gold. Nearly ail the money
was found. He had a female with him who
took the matter very easily. Two others con-
ceroed in the robbery were also arrested.

A dispateh from Salt Lake City says: —*"The
Territorial election passed off quietly. The
Mormon ticket was uopanimously chosen, the
(tentiles not voting. The usual number of
women aod children, mostly alieos, voted.
Mrs. Ano Eliza Young's lawyers have not giv-
en up her divorce suit, as represented.

Wheat is out
of danger, and there is a fine crop.

York, to have Kate Stoddard, the alleged mur-
deress of Charles Goodrich, bailed.

Iis the rcbuilding of the Veodome Cuoluwn
at Patis the wasonry work has ouly just beeo
commenced.  The stoue work of the old eolutn
is to be utilized. Instead of the little bare-
legged Cazsar which was placed on its summit
in 1864-05, the old statue of Napoleon, which
was relegated to Courbevole, will be replaeed,
in gray redingote and jack boots, and with the
arms folded ou the breast in the legendary at-
titude.

Lu the British House of Commons it was re-
cently stated by the under sceretary for foreign
affairs that the Newfoundland government in-
tend to put an end to the monopoly of tele-
graphic communieation with Licland enjoyed
by certain cowpuuies, and to throw open the
privilege to publie competion, and had notified
the companies to that effeet.

THE GREAT $20,000,000 LAND Disprre —
The excitement created a few wouths ago
about the posses<ion of valvable coal lands in
Schuylkill and Columbia counties, Pennsyl-
vapia, has been renewed. A correspondent
of the Carbon Democrat, writing from Shaw-
okin, under date ot July 3, says:

The sheriff of Northuwberland county has
been busy in serving some cighteen writs of
ejectment, envering some 800 acres of coal lands
of immense value, being a part of 10,300 aeres
Iying partly io Schuylkill avd Columbia coun-
ties, and supposed to be worth $20,000,000),
The snits are commenced by Francis Jordun,
of Harrisburg, who holds these lands in trust
for parties living in New York, and is interest-
ed, also, as admivistrator of the estate of the
late Governor Geary. The deeds were record-
ed here in April last.

The plaiotiff claiws to hold direct from the
Commonwealth, having paid for these lunds,
aod that the title has oever been lost to them.
T'he Philadolphia und Reading Railroad Com-
pany claims these lands by tax title, and also
by what is known a3 the Grant title, commene-
ing over twenty years after the Morris title
The plaiotiff alleges that the tax tide is good
for vothing, and that the Suprcme Court has
already declured the Girant title to be a fraud.
The railroad company recorded a wmortgage (o
the Iidelity Tosurance, Trust and Safe Deposit
Company of Philadelphia, iu trust for the beoe-
lit of British capitulists in this couotry, July 7,

The method of extrue ivn is thi-; The dentist
applies to the gum of the troublesome tooth »
white powder, represented to be the ssll ex-
teneted from toe sweat ot 8 horse. L. Bastlack
found th s white powder to b nothing more nor
less than arsepie, which enuses the gums to
slough, when the Liow is ens'ly removed by the
uperator's fingers.

But thie Chinese method of curing toothache
wis what puzzled him most, and longest defied
detection.
